Useful Imformatiou. 



Butter ia now being made of tallow. 
Tho now manufacture ia being carried 
on in different parts of tho world. 
Thoro are two or three butter factor- 
ies now in Hamilton, Ontario, and sev- 
eral in tho Western States. The but- 
ter made from the tallow is not at all 
bad. It is fcaid to be much bettor than 
a great deal of the butter ordinarily 
6ent to raarkot. It is not to bo dis- 
tinguished from common buttor by 
its appearance, but if a littlo of it is 
taken in the mouth it fools gritty. For 
cooking puruoses it answers admir- 
ably.-fExchange. 

A neatly kept collar is a protty good 
guarantee of health of tho family -whoso 
membors are breathing tho air from it 
day and night. Everybody believes 
in having pure air to breathe; but we 
are sorry to tell the truth, that fchou- 
•'• Bands aro breathing impure air on ac- 
count of foul cellars. What are tho 
essentials of a good cellar? It must 
be dry; it must havo atone walls out- 
side and division walls of either stono 
or brick; the floor of cement upon a 
foundation of cobblo stones previously 
imbedded into the earth by moans of 
a heavy maul, handled by two men, 
plasterod ceilings and walls; complete 
ventilation by means of windows. If 
these points are secured, the cellar be- 
comes one of the most important rooms 
in tho house. 

Closing Cracks is Stoves. — It may 
bo convenient to know a ready method 
" closing up cracks, which are not 
icommon in cast iron stoves; and wo 
are assured that tho following receipt is 
a reliable one: (toocI wood ashes aro to 
bo sifted through a fine soke, to which 
is to bo added the samo quantity of 
clay finely pulverised, together with a 
little salt. Tho mixture is to be moist- 
ened with water enough to make a 
paste, and the crack of the stove lillod 
with it. The cement does not peel off 
or break away, and assumes an ex- 
treme degree of hardness after being 
heated. The stove must bo cool when 
the application is made. The same 
substance may be used in setting the 
plates of a stove, or in fitting stove 
pipes, serving to render all the joints 
perfectly tight.

The well-known hymn commencing 
"Nearer my God to Thee" is generally 
credited to Miss Adams, an English 
lady. But late accounts state that 
she was a Miss Sarah Fowler, who 
married Mr. William B. Adams, an 
English civil engineer, of superior abil- 
ities. She wan of frail constitution, 
and amid many bodily sufferings she 
kept her pen at work upon various 
poetical productions. This especial 
hymn first appeared iu a volume of 
sacred lvrios, bv Mr. Fox, iu England, 
about the year 18 11. Tho authoress 
did not livo to catch the fania it was to 
bring, for she died in 1849, aged forty- 
four. She was buried near Marlow in 
Essex. 



Tin: wonders of cable telegraphy arc 
sot forth in the following story, relat- 
ed by an associate agent of the New 
York associated press: — A gentleman 
of tho Western Union Telegraph Of- 
fice, at No. 145 Broadway. Now York, 
was sitting in tho cable-room when a 
despatch from Philadelphia, destined 
for Paris, came over tiro wires. This 
message, like all others for Franco 
was to go Over the cable by way of 
Duxbury, Massachusetts. The opera-

■ awako^f'll havo to get one of them 
to go in find wako him up." So ho 
stopped to another desk, called ITnis- 
ter- (J^vo, in Newfoundland, and sent 
the' followinglnessago, "To cable op- 
erator, Duxbury: Pleaso go and 
wako up my own true love." This 
message Planter Cove hastened to 
send across tho ocean to Valencia, 
Irelandywhb, in turn, "rushed" it to 
London; thence it wan hurried to 
Paris, ah(+. still onward to tho Europ- 
ean ond of the French cable at St . 
Pierre; tho operator there flashing it 
• back to Duxbury. In lesri than two 
minutes by tho clock the message had 
■accomplished its journey of some 
eight thousand miles by land, and sea,

The Model Department- 

Of tho four public departments for 
the maintenance of Trhich tho poople 
of this Province pay so dearly, that of 
Lands and Works is beyond all com- 
parison tlio most important. Indeed 
it will bo no exaggeration to say that, 
in proper hands, it would comprise a 
greater amount of real, practical utili- 
ty than the other three combined. 
Even the Government organs- seam 
conscious of this. The Lands and 
Works is the ono Department they 
awear. by. With reference to the 
others they are comparatively mum. 
Andwa must compliment them on their 
discretion. Look at the other threo De- 
partments: Tho Attorney General's De- 
partment is little else than a luxurious 
sinoc.ure. The best proof of this is to 
be found in tho fact'that, although ths 
Attorney General has been absent for 
about half of the year, nobody ever 
hears a word of complaint about that 
branch of tho service suffering. Every- 
thing seems to go on as before, True, 
tho Department is in charge of a moat 
efficient Deputy; but it maybe fairly 
presumed that if the Deputy can do 
the work so well in tho absence of the 
head ho can do it altogether. If wo 
turn to the Provincial Secretary's De- 
partment, much the same condition 
will be found to jexist. There, to ' t f he 
work is done by a Deputy, and, in so 
far as the practical interests of the De- 
partment are concerned, the head 
might just as well b« keeping the 
"Gay and Festive" Premier company. 
He is seldom in tho office,' and when 
there he is more occupied with, "land 
jumping" and speculating in coal 
lands than with public business. Nor 
is it any better with the Finance De- 
partment. The position of Minister 
of Finance and Agriculturo, as it 
now exists, is worse than a sinecure. 
It is a farce. Indeed, it is well known 
that the position was created for the 
man, not the man for tho position; 
, and it was creditable to him that he 
had the candor to admit, during the 
last session in respect to the most im- 
portant branch of that mythical De- 
partment, that he really knew nothing 
about it, There are plenty in the Pro- 
vince who can give a shrewd guess at 
how much he knows about financering. 
It will be seen, therefore, that in so 
far as real, useful departmental work 
is concerned, all three Ministers 
might as well havo boon "doing tho 
grand in a distant land," — with this 
aingl« difference that it might be cheap- 
er to keep them tweedling their 
thumbs at James Bay. Thus, thon, 
for practical usefulness we are driven 
back to the Department of Lauds & 
Works,whero even the paid organs of 
the Government Hoe for rofugo from 
the mythical and indefensible. We 
have said, in tho right hands this De 
partment would comprise more prac- 
tical utility than all the others com' 
bined. Is it in iho right hands ? No. 
It could not well be in much worse 
Tho proof is to be found in every 
District. Nino out of every ten men 
who have bad any business of impor- 
tance with the Department will bear 
witness to the truth of what we say 
In a future article we shall call wit- 
nesses into tho box to substantiate the 
charge. 

Come. 



Philip Law's excellent letter, which 
we published yesterday, is deserving 
of careful consideration. We wonder 
what sort of reception his application 
will recoivo at the hands of the Local 
Government. It would bo too much 
to expect them to appreciate such apro- 
yosol, Men who mistreat valuable settlors 
who come to tho country at their own 
solo expense are not likely to outer- 
tain tho thought of advancing passage 
money to bring poople from Now 
Brunswick. And yot, looking at the 
matter in a business light, the trans- 
action would bo a profitable ono for 
tho Province. Probably a hundred 
and twenty-five dollars a-pieco would 
bring immigrants out; and once hore 
they would bo worth a thousand dol- 
lars to the country. It would not, 
therefore, be a bad investment, par- 
ticularly as tho passage money would 
bo refunded. No hotter class of set- 
tlers could bo had than those to whom 
Philip Law refers. And British Co- 
lumbia never was in more need of, or 
presented so favorable a field for, such 
settlers. Every available man will bo 
rsquirod in order to supply tho rail- 
way workers. And if the country 
needs them, surely they need the 
country. Just fancy those noble fel- 
lows toiling amid tho snows of Now 
Brunswick for $12 to $10 a month 
when in this genial climate they could 
earn more than double. We hope to 
■ee some careful colonization schamo 
started on a small scale; and probably 
Columbia couldn't do better than bo- 
gin with Philip Law's ten honoiit, 
hardy young men.

A Great Silver Fraud. 



Most of our readers have learned by 
bitter experience that "nil is not gokl 
. .that glitters," nun the ca'ptain of a ship, 
which lately arrived from Peru, 1ms 
found to liia Borrow that nil that shines 
i.i not silver. It appears that while nt 
Peru, tho captain purchased, or received 
in payment of freight, eight bars of what 
■oeined to he silver, duly stamped and 
marked as if assayed nt tho Peruvian 
"• : Government assay oOico. Tho aggregate 
11 valu'dof tho bars was stated at about 
83,000. Upon arriving nt Paget Sound 
- the Cnptnin was offered a good price for 
the supposed silver bars, which he refus- 
ed to accept, believing them to b«i of ex- 
traordinary fineness, and through Mr. 
GareHche, hanker of this city, by the last 
steamer ho sent one of tho bars to San 
Francisco for assay. Yesterday n telo- 
grnm was received from tho assayer at 
San Francisco briefly stating, "Tho bar 
is of no valuo; bor/us.'" It is quite evi- 
dent that n cruel fraud has been perpe- 
trated upon tho Captain by some rascals 
. in Peru. It is possible that some of tho 
same description of bnrs will find Ihoir 
■way here, and tho experience of tho vic- 
tim in the ease just narrated should make 
purchasers extremely wary. 

Nanaimo to bo Incorporated. 

Mr. Alexander Dunsmnir arrived Inst 
evening by tho st earner Mnude, tho bonr- 
•r of a petition to the Lieut. -Governor 
praying that tho town of Nnnaimo mny 

'■ be created a Municipality, to be known 
and designated tho "City of Nanaimo." 
"We understnnd tho petition will be pre- 
sented to-day. With everything fair nud 
square nnd with a good, liboral start by 
tho Pravinoial Government, Nnnaimo 
ought, ouo would think, to find it to hor 
advantage to hive control of her own locnl 
■ revenues nnd works. But most assured- 
ly it h due to Nanaimo that sho should 
have- a fair start — n liberal grant in order 
that tho heavier works which ought to 
have been dono long ago by tho Govern- 
ment may now be dona without tho ne- 

■ ceBsity of having recourse to fresh taxa- 
tion. The Provincial Exchequer is large- 
ly indebted to Nnnaimo, nnd no more fit- 
ting opportunity could occur for cancel- 
ling at least a portion of that indebted- 
ness.

A Pilot C.\sn. — Pilot Pamphlet, 
■whoso licenso was revoked by tho 
Pilot Board for being absent from duty 
•without leave, brought tho matter be- 
fore Judgo Gray yesterday. Tho Judge 
decided that the Board had exceeded its 
authority, nnd Mr. McCreight, Q. C.who 
appeared for the Board, snid his clients 
would publish in tho next Saturday's 
Gazette an order rescinding the revoca- 
tion. Mr. T. Davie appeared for Pilot 
Pamphlet. 

Scientific Roa.dma.king. — The Gov- 
ernment organs are fond of designating 
the so-cntled waggon road from New 
Westminster to Yale a grand trunk road. 
In laying out bucIi a road one would ima- 
gtne that tho shortest and most direct 
routo would, as a genera] rule, bo follow- 
ed. Tho line of road in question would 
not appear, however, to have been select- 
ed nnon any such principle. At Sumas, 
for instanoe, a wanton and most unjusti- 
fiable detour has been made, occasioning 
fourteen miles of unnecessary travel and 
involving a worse than useless expendi- 
ture of, say, 814,000.

Archbishop manning In reply to Mr. 
Gludstoiie. 



The London "Daily News" publish- 
es the following letter to tho editor 
from Archbishop Manning. 

Sir: The gravity of the subject cm 
which I address you, affectiug, as it 
must, every Catholic in tho British 
Empire, will, I hope, obtain from your 
courtesy the publication of this let- 
ter. 

This morning I received a copy of a 
pamphlet entitled ''The Vatican De- 
crees in their healing on Civil Alle- 
giance." 1 find in itadirect appeal to 
myself, both for the office I hold and 
for the writings I have published. I 
gladly acknowledge the duty that lies 
upon me for both thoso reasons. I am 
bound by the ollico I bear not to suf- 
fer u day to pass without repelling 
from tho Catholics of this country tho 
slight9it imputation upon their loyalty; 
and, for my teaching, I am ready to 
show that tho principles I have taught 
aro beyond impeachment upon tnut 
score. 

It is true, indeed, that in page fifty- 
seven of the pamphlet Mr. Gladstone 
expresses his belief "that many of his 
Roman Catholic friends and fellow- 
countrymen" aro, "to say the least of 
it, as good citizens ns himself." But, 
as tho whole pamphlet is an elaborate 
argument to prove thai the teaching 
of the Vatican Council renders it im- 
possible for them to be so, I cannot 
accept this graceful acknowledgement, 
which implies that they are good citi- 
zens because they aro at variauce with 
the Catholic Church. 

I should bo wanting in duty to tho 
Catholics of this country and to my- 
self if I did not give a prompt con- 
tradiction to this statement and if I 
did not with equal promptness affirm 
that tho loyalty or our civil allegiance 
is not in spite of tho teaching of the 
Catholic Church, but because of it. 

The sum of tho argument in tho pam- 
phlet just published to thu world is this: 
That, by the Vatican decrees, such a 
change has been mado in tho relations 
of Catholics to tho civil power of States 
that it is no longer possible for them to 
render the same undivided civil allegiance 
as it was possible for Catholics to render 
before the promulgation of thoso decrees. 

In answer to this, it is for tho present 
sufficient to affirm: 

1. That the Vatican decrees have in no 
jot or tittle changed either tho obligation* 
or tho conditions of oivil allegianoe. 

2. That the civil allegiance of Catholics 
is as undivided as that of all Ghriftians, 
and of all men who rccoguizo a divine or 
natural moral law. 

3. That tho civil allegiance of no mnn is 
unlimited; and therefore the civil alle- 
giance of all men who believe in God, or 
aro governed by conscience, is in that 
sense divided. 

En this seuso, nnd in no other, can it bo 
said with truth that tho civil nllegiance 
of Catholics is divided. The civil allo- 
gianoe of every Christian man in Eng- 
land is limited by conscience and the law 
of Cod; and tho civil allegiance of Catho- 
lics is limited neither less nor more. 

Tho public peace of tho British Empire 
has been consolidated in tho last half 
cent ury by tho elimination of religious 
conflicts and inequalities from our laws. 
Tho Empire of Germany might have boon 
equally peaoeful and stable if its states- 
men had not been tempted in an evil 
hour to rake up the old tiros of religious 
disunion. The hand of ono man, more 
than any other, throw his torch of dis- 
cord into the German Empire Tho his- 
tory of Germany will record the nanio of 
Dr. Ignatius von Dollinger ns the author 
of this national evil. I lament not only 
to road tho namo, but to trnco tho argu- 
ments, of Dr. von Dollinger in the 
pamphlet before mo. May Cod preserve 
those kingdoms from tho public and pri- 
vate calamities which Rio visibly 1m 
ponding over Germany ! Tho author of 
tho pamphlet, in tho first lino, assures us 
that his "purpose is not polemical, but 
paoiflo." Inm sorry that so good an in- 
tention should havo ho widely erred in 
the Beleotion ol tho means. 

But my purpose is neither to oritioise 
nor to controvert. My doslro and my 
duty ns nn Englishman, ns a Ontbolio.and 
as n pastor, is to claim for my flock and 
for mysolf n civil allegiance as pure, as 
true, and as loyal as is rendered by the 
distinguished author of the pamphlet, or 
by any subject of tho British Empbo.

mnu, referee iu the Prootor-Monlton case, 
has filed his report in court.

Hartford, Conn., Dec. 1G. — The large 
mill on Warehouse Point, occupied by 
tho Leonard Silk Co., nnd the Chapel St 
barber Silk Co., was burned this eve- 
ning. Loss, probably over four hundred 
thousand dollars. The fire is believed to 
have been the work of an incendiary. Tho 
gasworks weio also burned, and 200 
hands thrown out of employment.

New York. Dec. Ki. — The suspension o 
Nathan Carloy & Son is announced. They 
nro importers of hides, colee, pearl and 
cedar, and had large interests in the Ar- 
gentine Confederation. It is thought 
their liabilities are largo. 

PiTTSpuaa, Penn., Dec. 10— John A. 
Ottuian, Sup't of the Duguense Coal 
Works, wdiile making a tour of inspection 
through tho mines, was fired on by some 
party unknown nnd fatally wounded. The 
niiuers have beou on a strike for some 
time. 

Boston, Dec. 10 — Thero is steady de- 
mand for wool, with firm feeling and a 
fair prospect for higher prices nt an ear- 
ly day, Stocks at all points are quite 
small for tho season. At the present rate 
of consumption wool must, be a compara- 
tively small article within the next six 
months, unless much larger supplies aro 
received than are looked for. 

Washington, Doc. 10. — The tea party 
to-night in tho rotunda of the Capitol was 
attended by a crowded assembly. Among 
tho guests were the Prosident and Cabi- 
net, King Knlakaua, tho Judges of tho 
Supremo Conrt, Ambassadors, Officers of 
tho Army and Navy, and General Sher- 
man. 

Socretary Robeson delivered an address 
in tho old Hall of Representatives, 

The Judicial Committee argued on the 
supplementary Civil Bights Bill, taking 
up that which last year passed tho Senate 
and is now pending' in tho House. 



At Dublin Messrs. Moody and San- 
key liavo had tho Exhibition Pnlaco 
thrown open to them with an audience 
in it of ten thousand people, includ 
ing leading citizens of every religious 
denomination. In Londonderry Pres- 
byterians, Wosleynns and Indepen- 
dents have greeted thorn, persons 
walking, driving and riding on excur- 
sian trains into town from tho country 
about to attend tho meetings. Rev. 
Dr. Taylor, of New York, states that 
during his recent English and Scot- 
tish trip, he was told that over two 
hundred young men in Edinburgh and 
GHasgow, fruits of tho great revival 
movement under Messrs. Moody and 
Saukoy, havo come forward to devote 
themselves to tho gospel ministry in 
Scotland, or anywhere olso in the 
world. Tho more this revival move- 
ment expands, tho moro does its real- 
ity and genuiness impress us. 

Philadelphia is beginning to suffer 
almost as terribly as New York from 
intolerable taxation. In tho lattorcity, 
it is asserted, tho taxes, as assessed, 
amount in many instances to 33 per 
cent, of the real value of the proporty. 
In Philadelphia the assessments have 
become so heavy that citizens are said 
to be leaving tho city in large num- 
bers, going as far as Wilmington nnd 
Chester in search of more economical 
places of resiilonco. San Francisco 
will soon be in tho same boat if things 
aro permitted to go much longer in 
the old way.

The immigra- 
tion was largo for the time of year, but 
tho emigration exceeded it by several 
hundreds. This is accounted for by tho 
fact that the demand for laborers in this 
country is at present small, and growing 
less day by day, it being estimated that 
70,000 persons in this city are out of em- 
ployment. On the other hand there is 
an extraordinary demand for help in Eng- 
land and Ireland. Letters aro being con- 
stantly reoeived by persons in thiH coun- 
try from their relatives and friends on 
the other side of the water, and (ho re- 
sult has boon a large exodus of steerage 
passengers.

300. steerage passengers. The Ethiopia, 
of the Auchor line, sailed with 20 cabin 
and 35 steerage passengers.
